Despite new Soviet army ma- 


neuvers along its eastern fron- 
tier, Czechoslovak officials ex- 
pressed confidence the Russians 
would never resort to armed In- 
tervention if the country stands 
united behind Alexander Dub- 
cek's reformist regime. 


"The Soviets would lose more 


than they would gain by a mili- 
tary intervention," one Commu- 
nist party official said. 


"Moscow will have to get used 


to what is going on here. There 
can be no turning back the 
clock. We are not going to com- 
promise and are determined to 
continue on the present course."

El Al, the Israeli national air- 
line, said 10 crew members and 
12 passengers were detained. 
The Algerians said they were 
holding 11 passengers along 
witt the 10 crew members. 


The three hijackers also ap- 


parently were in Algiers. 


The Israeli government asked 


U.N. Secretary General U Thant 
and the Italian government to 
intercede with the Algerians for 
release of the $6 million jetliner 
and the Israeli citizens. Italy 
sent an emissary to Algiers. 


Algeria is still technically at 


war with Israel following the 
Arab-Israeli war in June 1967, 
and Israel has never had diplo- 
matic relations with any of the 
Arab governments.

first Israeli plane ever hijacked,

"All we had until then was

PATROLLING a canal in the Mekong Delta Is a French-built command boat of the Vietnamese River Assault 
Group (RAG) 31, It is on such a craft that U.S. Navy Chief Gunner's Mate Edmund B. Canby lives and works with 
the Vietnamese while advising the RAG on modern methods of naval warfare,
